The i»est the I test of us can 
do is to exercise the l*eat judgment we 
have upon the last information we can 
obtain. 

Of the various classes which go to 
make up the |»opulation of this country* 
there is none so numerous, there is none 
more highly important to the (Toners! 
welfare than the farminir class. Surely 
farmers are the hone ami sinew of the 
lanci. Mining ami manufacture would 
perish without them. The arts of the 
learned professions, supplementing their 
great work and giving a touch of grace 
to their laltor, draw their nourishment 
from them. Yet for all this they have 
i>een for :S0 years more severely punished 
by vicious legislation than any other 
class of our people. It would seem that 
the curse of Issai har has been put upon 
them by the republican party— they are 
the ass bet ween two burdens. Their la- 
bor sup|»ort8 tlie life of the country, 
their sweat pays most largely the taxes 
of the country. In common justice to 
themselves and their families they should 
take time to consider what a taritl ia ami 
how it is a tax.
